When the trial of Ed Butler, in­ 
dicted on a charge of attempted 
bribing, wag resumed at Columbia 
Wednesday Dr. Albert Merrell, a 
member of the St. Louis board of 
health, was put on the stand by 
the state. 
Witness testified that 
Butler bad come to his house in 
September, 19 01, previous to the 
approval of the garbage act by the 
board of health, and offered him 
$2,5 00 to secure its passage. 
Dr. Merrell related two inter­ 
views had with Butler. 
His nar- 
rative was one of attempted bribery 
paralleling that told by Dr. Chap­ 
man Tuesday . 
A long cross-ex ­ 
amination failed to alter a detail. 
At the afternoon session, Presi­ 
dent J oseph L. Hornsby , of the St. 
Louis city council; Health Com­ 
missioner Max C. Starkloff and a 
number of the witnesses were out 
on the stand by the defense for the 
purpose of bringing out the fact 
that the sanitary company with 
which the defendant is interested 
had no competition for the garbage 
contract. 
Claude C. Wetmore, a newspa­ 
per man, identified an article in a 
St. Louis afternoon paper of Octo­ 
ber II last, containing an inter­ 
view with Dr. Chapman. 
In this 
interview Dr. Chapman said that 
he saw no reason 
why Butler 
should wish to bribe him. 
Mr. 
Folk’s questions developed that Mr. 
Wetmore had interviewed Butler, 
and that Butler had said: 
“ Well, I guess I offered him a 
present, but I did not have to bribe 
h im /’ 
The defendant. Col. Butler, was 
put on the stand at 3:5 0 p. m., 
and was questioned for fifteen 
minutes, during which time he de­ 
nied visiting 
Drs. Merrill and 
Chapman. 
He'testified as to his 
occupation and connection with 
the sanitary 
and hauling com­ 
panies.

board during the day and pass on 


the eligibility of voters, and such 


other questions as might arise.

.larger, and there would not be so 


many election boards needed. 
In 


fact it is probable that the reduc­ 


tion of expenses of holding elec­ 
tions in this feature alone woulc 


more than compensate for the cost 


of the machines, 
leaving out of 


consideration the saving in print 


ing of ballots, 
and other election 
supplies. 


But the most important consider­ 


ation of all is the removal of any 


chance 
of 
fraud 
or collusion in 


voting 
or in counting the vote. 


The voter does his voting in secret, 


and there is no evidence of how he 


voted 
that 
he 
can carry 
away. 


W hatever vote he casts is regis­ 


tered, and that is the end of it. 


Neither he nor anyone else »can 


change 
it. 
If Ije 
votes 
for 
the 


wrong person it is his own fault, 


and there is no other mistake that 


he can make. 
If he is bought the 


buyer must take his word for how 


he voted. 
A n d with all these ad­ 


vantages to be secured by voting 


machines there is no disadvantage.
